For  one  country  U)  trade  surplus  crops 
to  a neighbor  in  need  of  them  U good 
business  for  both,  but  there  is  somC' 
thing  pcculiiMT  to  sny  the  least  about  a 
sJluatlon  la  wtiich  two  adjoining  nations 
swap  surpluses  of  tiie  same  commodity. 
That  Is  what  is  happening  with  Canadian 
and  American  potatoes  at  the  moment,  as 
it  did  last  year.  Tlie  {)aradc  of  potatoes — 
southward  from  Canada  on  the  Atlantic 
Coast  and  northward  from  Washington  on 
the  Pacific — Is  on  again,  with  dissatisfac- 
tion on  both  sides,  * 

Reports  from  New  \yestminster  have  it 
tliat  the  British  Columbia  potato  industry 
is  being  seriously  threatened  by  a "flood” 
of  potatoes  from  the  United  States  North- 
west, to  the  point  where  prices  for  some 
varieties  have  been  forced  down  as  much  as 
$30  a ton.  British  Columbia  growers  are 
said  to  be  angry  over  this,  because  south 
a'  >^^of  the  border  the  industry  is  subsidized 
V'  bnder  the  United  States  Federal  price  sup- 
pcht- program;  and  also  because  potatoes 
are  admitted  to  Canada  tariff-free^. 

Why  hnU  There  a Camp  E 

Quite  possibly  it  Wiu  save  time  to  train 
the  Canadian  Special  Force  at  Fort 
Lewis,  in  nearby  Washington  State, 
before  it  goes  overseas  to  Korea  or  else- 
where. It  will  save  time  because  there  is 
apparently  no  camp  in  all  of  Canada  with 
the  facilities  for  handling  a force  of  this 
size,  even  though  it  is  only  a brigade.  That* 

Is  a galling  thought. 

Why  lan’L-ihere  a training  centre  in 
shape  to  take  care  of  a brigade  group? 
There  were  plenty  of  them  during  the  war. 
No  fewer  than  nine  separate  brigades 
trained  as  such  then,  in  addition  to  various 
recruiting  centres.  Have  all  these  v^t 
eamps  run  completely  to  seed?  At  least  a 
billion-and*a-half  dollars  were  voted  for 
military  purposes  since  the  war.  Where  did 
they  go? 

This  wUl  be  why  the  Canadian  Army’s 
regular  airborne  brigade  has  never — never, 


A Safe  Place  to  lAve  In 

A VANCOUVER  newspaper  offers  some 
reassurance  for  Victorians  who  may 
be  afraid  to  walk  down  OranviU^ 
Street  after  the  sun  ha<;  set.  Im  spite  of 
holdups  and  similar  excitements  fte  Main- 
land city  is  really  a safe  place  in  which  to 
live.  Only  five  people  were  killed  on  Van- 
couver streets  last  month.  During  the  same 
30  days  no  fewer  than  298,878  residents 
managed  to  evade  arrest,  a manner  of  put- 
ting things  that  absolves  the  1,122  who  were 
arrested.  And  no  one,  it  is  worth  noting, 
was  murdered. 


Tiuit  is  only  one  side  picture,  how- 

ever. A correspondent  of  the  CtirisUsn 
Science  Monitor,  writing  from  Waslungton, 
described  the  southward  movement  (*f 
Canadian  potatoes  on  the  Atlantic  side  as 
not  merely  a flood  but  an  avalanche.  These 
are  admitted  to  the  Ur)lted  States  at  a duty 
of  37!^  cents  a hundredweight,  but  even 
then  they  are  able  to  undersell  American- 
grown  crops.  At  the  same  time  ImporU 
from  Canada  swell  the  United  Stat^  potato 
surplus,  wliich  this  year  is  expected  to  cost 
the  American  taxpayer  $75,000,000  in  price 
supports. 

On  the  whole.  United  States  growers  and 
public  have  little  ground  for  complaint 
against  Canada.  If  their  MUto  industry 
were  not  bonused  for  the  pufpose  of  keep- 
ing prices  high  there  woul^^  less  induce- 
ment for  Canadian  growers' tt/Tnvade  the 
United  States  mgrket;  and  Washington 
State  growers,  without  subsidies,  would  be 
in  a less  favorable  position  in  British  Colum- 
bia. It  just  another  example  of  what  tan 
happen  when  govemmenU  meddle  with 
markets.

The 
force  that  has  been  kept  at  home  in  order 
i6  protect  Canada  against  a possible  in- 
vasion attack  is  still  an  organization  of 
bits  and  pieces  Only  recently  its  training 
was  halted  to  permit  the  special  force  to 
have  priority,  in  facilities.  There  is  ob- 
viously no  single  centre  iir  Canada  equipped 
so  that  it  can  get  ready  for  its  Job  of  de- 
fence. 

There  will  be  advantages  in  the  Fort* 
Lewis  training  connected  with  equipment 
and  American  procedures,  about  which  the 
special  force  will  have  to  learn.  But  this 
does  not  minimize  the  deficiency  of  suitable 
camps  in  Canada.  There  can  scarcely  be 
another  nation  the  size  of  this  one  that 
has  to  send  a force  5,000-strong  outside  its 
borders  in  order  to  train  it.  As  an  indication 
of  the  Ineptitude  of  the  National  Defence 
Department,  the  situation  is  not  comfort- 
ing. 


It  is  true  that  173  cars  were  stolen,  but 
all  but  five  were  merely  borrowed  tem- 
porarily, the  police  recovering  the  re- 
mainder. Vancouver  police  are  so  efficient, 
In  fact,  that  a year  ago  they  recovered  more 
property  than  was  stolen.  Nor  did  they 
give  out  more  than  5.689  traffic  tickets  last 
month.

It  has 
caused  some  sirgument  in  view  of 
the  comments  Its  chief  character 
makes  about  the  war — the  high  com- 
mand, the  generals  and  the  staff 
officers.

The  question  arises  whether  Hem- 
ingway was  expressing  his  own 
opinions  or  merely  those  of  the  fic- 
tional being  he  hud  conjured  up.

When  one  ts  not  a novelist  one 
shouldn't  pontificate,  but  xmless  an 
otiUlder  hands  the  author  some 
ready-made  obeervations  (and  one 
supposes  that  Hemingway,  being  a 
"Ma-ster,"  wouldn’t  borrow  from  an- 
other). it  would  seem  that  the 
opinions  expressed  by  a character 
must  have  popped  Into  the  mind  of 
the  author  in  Ute  flr*t  Place.  If  he 
never  thought  of  them  how  could  his 
character?

U is  a logical  con- 
sequence of  the  treaty  Itself  and  of 
past  experience. 

77)1  force  to  be  created  is  not,  one 
must  stress,  a "European  Army"  in 
the  sense  of  the  resohitlon  passed  in 
August  by  the  Assembly  of  the  Council 
of  Europe.  It  is,  rather,  an  "Army 
of  Western  Europe"^lf  one  may  use 
the  word  "army"  to  Include  all 
services. 

That,  for  two  ressops.  The  new 
force  will  not  be  entirely  European 
since  It  will  Include  U.S.A.  and  pos- 
sibly Canadian,  contingente.  Nor  will 
Us  creation  have  any  pollUcal  impli- 
cations. By  which  I mean  that  It  will 
not  Imply  any  move  whatever  to- 
wards political  "integration"  of  West- 
ern Europe— towards  any  kind  of 
federation.  The  Important  role  of  the 
Americans  In  it  is  proof  enough  of 
that  Not  even  the  most  starry-eyed 
federalist  has  yet  suggested  that  the 
U.S.A.  and  Canada  should  become 
members  of  a European  federation.

This— in  contrast  with  the  Stras- 
bourg conception  of  a ^ropcan  army 
and  a European  Ministry  of  Defence— 
Is  a hard-headed,  practical  proposi- 
tion. 

It  stems  in  practical  terms  from  the 
experience  of  the  Oreal  War.  It  la 
curiously  hard  to  realize  now,  but  It 
was  only  on  March  39.  1018— In  the 
throes  of  the  final  Qcrnian  offensive 
and  tfight  months  b^fors  the  end— 
that  the  Allied  armlbs  on  the  Western 
Front  were  placed  under  the  single 
command  of  Marshal  Foch.  Until 
then— for  nearly  four  years— they  had 
been  Allied  armies,  co-operating  and 
fighting  side  by  side,  but  each  u#der 
a separate  command.  Absurd,  but  old 
prejudices  die  hard.  It  had  always 
been  lUce  that. 

' The  lesson  had  been  learned  by  the 
time  of  the  Second  World  War.  G^eral 
Eisenhower  commanded  all  troops,  of 
whatever  nalionallty.  on  the  Western 
Front;  General  (now  Lord)  Alexander 
in  the  Mediterranean:  General  Mac- 
Arthur  In  (he  Pacific;  Admiral  Mount- 
batten  in  the  Southeast  Asia.  Now 
General  MacArthur  In  Korea. 

The  essence  of  the  decision  of  the 
North  Atlantic  Treaty  Council  la  that 
It  applies  this  wartime  method— so 
obviously  sensible  once  it  had  been 


adopted  to  peacetime  preparations 
for  a possible  w'ar. 

By  the  Atlantic  Treaty,  twelve  na- 
tions had  In  effect  pledged  themselves 
to  fight  tog^toer.  as  allied,  in  the 
defence  of  Western  Euro|>e  If  it  wo^e 
attacked  from  the  east.  The  organi- 
zation of  that  defence  had  been  the 
subject  of  a lot  of 'hard  and  useful 
work  for  twelve  months. 

There  was  a Defence  Committee  of 
twelve  defence  ministers;  a Mlittary 
Committee  in  London;  an  oddly 
named  "Standing  Oroup”  of  top  rank 
Btrateglo  planners  In  Washington;  a 
Western  regional  "Commanderi-ln- 
Chltf  Committee"  in  Fonialnbleau;  a 
Northern  Regional  Group;  a Southern 
Regional  Group:  an  AtlanUe  and 
Western  Approaches  Group. 

* * * 

The  twelve  months'  work  has  eon- 
vincet]  everybody  concerned  that  this 
is  an  Impossible  framework.  Such  an 
organlaatlon  could  not  conduct  war 
if  wtr  were  to  come.  Western  Europe 
may  or  may  not  be  a pollUcal  entity. 
That  Is  beside  the  point.  It  would 
quite  certainly.  In  the  event  of  war, 
be  a single  strategical  theatre.  Its 
defence— unless  there  were  to  be  dis- 
astrous confusions,  clashes  and  dupll- 
caUons— would  have  to  be  directed  by 
a single  eommander-ln-chlef  with  a 
single  general  staff.  >> 

Therefore— it  was  the  inescapable 
eoncluslon— It  would  only  be  sensible 
to  do  in  preparations  of  peaoeUme 
what  would  have  to  be  done  In  oper- 
ations of  wartime.  It  would  be  sheer 
folly  to  wait  and  Improvise  the  essen- 
tia! machinery  at  the  last  moment. 

That  Is  the  essence  of  the  decision 
of  the  North  AUanUo  Treaty  Council. 
Whether  or  not  it  implies  surrender 
of  sovereignty  is  a point  for  constitu- 
tional pedants  to  argue  about.  It  la 
. Just  as  much  and  no  more  a surrender 
of  sovereignty  as  the  appointment  of 
Foch  In  the  first  war  and  Elsenhower 
in  the  second  war;  and  It  has  no 
further  political  Implications.  II  Is. 
^et  me  repeat,  utterly  unconnected 
wlthjhe  Strasbourg  Idea  of  a "Euro- 
pean army"  and  a "European  Minister 
of  Defence."

vy/HETN  some  major  companies  are 
>V  granting  big  wage  Increases  to 
their  unions^  It  ,1s  naturjl.for  other 
unions  to  want  as  much.  But  an  un- 
usual Increase  by  an  unustul  company 
should  not  set  a pattern  for  an  entire 
thduslry.  Neither  does  the  wage  de- 
mand of  a union  in  a now  highly 
favored  industry  necessarily  furnish  a 
model  for  all  unions.  In  fact,  despite 
the  current  upsurge  of  wage  boosts, 
many  unions  may  get  no  raise— many 
because  their  contracts  stlU  have  a 
long  time  to  run. 

Certain  of  the  wage  granU  and 
demands  now  being  made  indicate 
that  serne  companies  and  unions  are 
gambling  on  the  future.  A number 
of  companies  are  giving  large  in- 
creases In  anticipation  of  government 
war  contracts,  others  In  expectation 
of  annual  increases  In  producllvUy 
that  may  or  may  not  develop. 

On  the  union  side,  demands  begin 
with  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  Uvlng. 


High  grants  by  outstanding  companies 
here  and  there  are  taken  as  prece- 
dents. The  Impending  shortage  of 
skilled  workers  adds  incentive.  Haste 
to  obtain  Increases  before  wages  are 
frozen  intenBlfles  the  pressure  Con- 
sequently. many  unions  are  asking 
large  wage  boosts,  not  with  the  tradl- 
ttofial  bargaining  expectation  of  com- 
promising if  necessary.  TTiey  are 
really  Insisting. 

When  to  much  is  Involved  In  the 
way  of  Inflation  and  the  purchasing 
power  and  living  standards  of  the 
great  majority  of  the  Ameriaan  people 
who  will  draw  no  raises,  this  seems 
particularly  a time  to  guard  against 
overdoing.  Both  management  end 
tabor  have  a duty  te  avoid  disturbing 
extremes  in  prices  and  wages.  Unions 
wlU  best  serve  their  members  and 
the  nation  by  carefully  weighing  what 
Increases  their  employers  can  leglU- 
mately  absorb.

A third  commercial  craft,  owned 
by  Jerry  HalUday.
